Project on 118 Avenue 
—Others Hoisted 


Tuesday afternoon city council 
authorized the capital expenditure 
of $103,500 for the paving of 118 
avenue between 80 and 88 streets, 
| the contract portion being $61,225. 
This project will be financed by 


the Crown Paving Co., Ltd., sub- 
ject to an agreement between the 
city and the paving firm with re- 
gard to the city’s notes which will 
be accepted by the company. 

It was decided to hold over for 
the present the other two items on 
the paving prograrh, but they will 
be given consideration later. These 
items are (1) the paving of Jasper 
East between 84 and 91 streets; and, 
(2) the paving of 102 avenue be- 
tween 124 and 142 streets.

The Passing Show

A reader coming to the defence of the lady who 
would try to cure the “divorce evil” by a tax of $500 
on every marriage license, points to the case of New 
York City which charges one dollar for a marriage 
license and two dollars for a dog license. He thinks 
it an awful example. 

I fail to see the impropriety, much less the hor- 
ror, of charging more for a dog license than for a 
marriage license. All taxes are restrictive. A dog 
in a city is a luxury to the owner and a nuisance 


to the neighbors. It is a proper subject for taxation. © 


But legal marriage is a desirable condition from the 
standpoint of the state. The mating of its subjects 
is essential for the perpetuation of the state. Nature, 
which is concerned in the perpetuation of the race, 
safeguards the race from extinction by implanting 
within human beings a hunger for food and a hun- 
ger for mating. 

This example of the city of New York in charging 
a dollar for a marriage license, which affronts my 
esteemed reader, affronts me in an entirely different 
way. I see no more right for the authorities to 
place a tax on marrying than to place a tax on eat- 
ing and sleeping. What a fine mess the state would 
make of our morals if it issued eating licenses and 
stigmatized anyone who had not the price, being an 
“illegitimate” eater. 

And how very much worse if it labelled the di- 
gestive processes of Nature that would follow, as 
“illegitimate digestions”. 

Quite apart from the fact that he is about to give 
hostages to Fortune, and that he will multiply his 
taxableness by marrying, I think the state has no 
more right to charge a tax for allowing a subject to 
marry, than it has to impose a tax on him for dying. 
Indeed there would be much more logic in the latter.

There is ground for a preliminary objection to 
the phrase “divorce evil,” which so many happily 
married people use in deploring the release of the 
unhappily married. It seems an admission of weak- 
ness when the issue is begged in this manner. 

It has been my lot during eleven years when I 
used to report “courts” in the province which has 
the record for granting divorces, to have listened 
to hundreds of divorce applications. Save for one 
I heard in Edmonton a few weeks ago, I can't recall 
one in which both parties were not obviously sick 
of each other and unable to meet without wrangling. 
Even in the defended cases, the defence was cither 
to save the defendants character from allegedly un- 
just accusation, or to avoid judgment for alimony. 
Only in the one case did I ever see a desire to hold 
the esteem and affection of the complaining party. 

Just where the evil is in freeing people who are 
harbouring murder in their hearts and whose forced 
embraces are an outrage which from any other re- 
pugnant person would constitute a capital offence, 
I have never heen able to grasp. 

Philip Rappaport tells how as a young lawyer he 
always used to try to reconcile couples who came to 
him for divorce, until he found that never in a 
single case did the easily persuaded reconciliations 
hold. Always after another spell of torture, the 
mismated people again sought divorce—only they 
went to another lawyer that time. 

Now, he says, when people come to him for a 
divorce, he understands that before ever they reach- 
ed that point, they must have suffered so much, that 
happiness together is impossible. 

The same attitude towards applications for 
divorce I found in a leading judge in a neighboring 
province. He told me that as a result of his obser- 
vations, he made a practice of giving a decree abso- 
lute at the hearing whenever the requirements of 
the law had been fulfilled, feeling he was doing a 
food act to free people as quickly as possible where 
they needed to be freed. 


That phrase “requirements of the law” hides a 
great deal of duplicity. Our own law is based on 
the English act of 1857—and the rest of the world 
has advanced a lot since 1857 

Our divorce la It is a pun- 
itive law. Instead of giving divorce as a relief, it 
only gives a decree as a punishment against the 
guilty party. Where both parties are guilty and 
there is a double need for relief, none is given. In 
cases where both parties are innocent of marital 
offence, one or other has to commit a marital crime 
--or go through the pretence of it—before relief is 
given. 

What a chapter of deceit and oppression could 
be written of how folks comply with “the require- 
ments of the law”,

One man I knew, his wife developed jealous in- 
sanity to a degree that while supposedly on a pleas- 
ure trip to England, she actually engaged in a plot 
to have him murdered.

Even had 
she been committed for life, that wouldn't have 
secured him a divorce. So he bribed her with 
nearly everything he possessed in the world, and 
went ouf to comply with the requirements of the 
law.

Among many kinds of insanity those of the de. 
mentia praecox types are undoubtedly the most 
numerous. Many people will be surprised to know 
that dementia praecox is a very frequent disorder; 
it has been estimated that there are twice as many 
hospital cases of this disease as of tuberculosis. As 
a rule, these patients have an ability to grasp gen. 
eral information and their ability to write and cal. 
culate is not impaired. There are, however, certain 
peculiarities, perhaps mannerisms and an incoher- 
ence in thought, sometimes impulsive outbreaks, 
untidiness, assuming attitudes and feelings of mal- 
treatment or persecution, or of being under someone 
else’s mental control. There may also be queer sen- 
sations that peculiar things have been done to the 
body, or an excess of day-dreaming such as may 
lead to fantasies like believing that one is a god, or 
a saint, or a leader of a new religion. Almost al- 
ways there are actions which are unexplainable. 


As a rule this disease makes its appearance soon 
after adolescence. There are no demonstrable 
lesions in the brain which can be found in every 
case of dementia and my own theory is that the 
disease is brought on by three principal factors, one 
being an extremely toxic condition of the body; an- 
other being due to mental repression and complexes 
and the third the result of congestion in the pelvic 
region, which si generally due to displaced abdom- 
inal organs. There is often a history of unsatisfac- 
tory instructions during childhood which leads the 
victim to believe that normal instincts are shameful 
or are attributed to the influence of others. A com- 
mon delusion is that someone may be putting 
stimulating drugs in the foods eaten. The type of 
person which is most frequently affected is the kind 
termed “introvert” by psychologists; that is a person 
who tends to be a thinker rather than one who acts 
or is inclined toward external demonstration, 


This disease often develops in the children who 
were shut in or secluded and is undoubtedly 
brought on to a great extent by maladjustment dur- 
ing childhood or adolescenec. The disease will near- 
ly always develop before the age of twenty-five and 
tends to become worse unless treatment and envir- 
onmental adjustment are used. 

Although that which the patient considers per- 
sonal misfortune and tragedies are frequently the 
precipitating causes, I feel sure that no matter how 
strong the mental cause, the thing which brought on 
the trouble was a blood stream laden down with 
toxic material which had not been eliminated. This 
viewpoint would hold true whether the disease 
seems to be hereditary or acquired. 

The most important thing to do is to see that the 
patient has a perfectly pure blood stream before one 
can expect to bring about any permanent mental 
change. I have seen temporary mental improve- 
ment even after the patient had been given a large 
dose of castor oil of course, brought about an ex- 
treme elimination of the intestinal toxins. Of course, 
the patient soon lapses into the preceding condition, 
but the important thing to remember is that the 
colon must be kept clean at all times whether by 
laxatives, enemas, or the use of perfect food and 
food combinations so that no extra intestinal pois- 
ons develop. 

I usually advise a short fruit fast to assist in the 
blood cleansing process caused by prolapsed diges- 
tive organs, followed by a carefully selected diet, 
nourishing but not too bountiful. All foods which 
will clog up liver or intestines should be avoided. 
The patient should be fed large quantities of raw 
green vegetables which will furnish the necessary 
organic minerals the nerve cells need so badly and 
also assist ih eliminating the excessive poisons 
which may be lurking in the intestines. The relief 


from the usual pressure caused by prolapsus and 
the elimination of bodily toxins will do a great deal 
to bring about a cure provided the disease has not 
advanced to the stage where there are structural 
changes in the brain. In addition to the dieting re- 
gime, the patient should also obtain instructions 
from a reliable psychologist or psychoanalyst.

PERSONAL DAINTINESS 

One of the most annoying beauty 
froblams to those who have to 
ope with it is excessive perspira- 
tion. The excess perspiration may 
be in the armpits, on the palms of 
the hands, the soles of the feet, on 
the shoulders, back, scalp, brow or 
upper lip. Of course, 
amount of sweating is normal. The 
tiny sweat glands in the skin are 
constantly secreting, but in such 
minute quantities that much of the 
sweat evaporates without our be- 
coming conscious of it. Then, too, 
vigorous exercise and heat increase 


the amount of perspiration in dif-| 


ferent individuals enormously. 

We must remember, 
that the chief function of perspir- 
ation is to regulate the heat of the 
body. It fulfills an exceedingly im- 
portant function, and we should be 
careful to keep the skin clean so as 
1o give it free exit. The amount of 


perspiration given off depends upon | 


the activity of the sweat glands and 
this is in turn governed by two sets 
of nerves, those that go to the sweat 
igiands themselves and those that 
dilate and constrict the arteries. 
When we go through violent exer- 


cise, or when the air is hot and dry, | 


the surface vessels dilate, bringing 
more blood to the sweat glands and 
thus increasing the perspiration; 
when we enter a cold bath or when 
the air is cold the vaso-constrictor 


’ nerves come into action and lessen 


the supply of blood to the surface 
vessels. Thus the heat loss is reg- 
ulated and the body temperature is 
maintained approximaicly 
Perspiration is deficient in some 


“people and excessive in others, al- 


— 


though both types may be appar- 
ently in good health. The former 
do not stand great heat very well, 
and the latter are likely to become 
chilled if they sit in drafts, es- 
pecially after vigorous exercise of 


pny kind. Those who perspire freely | 


should always have a daily change 
of underclothes and — stockings 
Daily cleansing of the body with 
soap and warm water is essential to 
personal daintiness. After the warm 


bath the hody may be rubbed with} 


table salt and rinsed in 


common

oughly. For those in vigorous 
health a cold shower or tepid hand 


hath every morning followed by a 
brisk rubdown together with the 
warm cleansing bath at bedtime 
will be helpful 


The problem of excessive sweat-! 


ing is also linked with underarm 
daintiness. It is very essential to 
remove the underarm hairs at reg- 
ular intervals as they hold the per- 
spiration odors 
commercial preparations on the 
market that may be used for this 
purpose, or one may use a small 
safety-razor together with a special 
lotion or a deodorant. The place
